Obituary for Maria Elizabeth Forsdahl-Challeen 


PIONEER OF COMMUNITY CALLED BEYOND 
Mrs. Magnus Challeen Called to Final Rest; 
Resident of This Community for 41 Years 


In the death of Mrs. Magnus Challeen of Rush Point this community loses another of its sturdy 
pioneers who laid the foundation in the early days for our present prosperity. Mrs. Challeen came to 
the Township of Nessel, Chisago county, in the year 1881, and was united in marriage that same year 
to Mr, Magnus Challeen. Together they worked to clear the timbered lands for fields and to build up 
one of the fine farms that will ever remain a monument to their endeavors. They did not limit their work, 
however, to their own farm alone and as builders of the community and moulders of the character of 
their locality they stand foremost, representing the soul of that generosity and hospitality which is so 
noticeable throughout that community. Mr. Challeen passed away Dec. 14, 1921 atan age of 74 years, 
12 days. 


As a neighbor Mrs. Challeen was always kind and helpful, in many cases sacrificing her own personal 
comforts to relieve the distress of others. As a church member she was very faithful and always 
sincere and earnest in her work. She was a member of the Rush Point Lutheran Church from its 
beginning. 


Mrs. Maria Elizabeth was born in Rolanda, Dalsland, Sweden, Feb. 22, 1847. She came to America 
in 1881 and was married to Mr. Magnus Challeen the same year. Six children blessed their marriage, 
five of whom remain to mourn her death and one passed away in infancy. A daughter Mrs. C. A. 
Pearson and a son Albert make their home in Minneapolis, and three sons, John, Frank and Charlie 
live in the Township of Nessel, Chisago county. Four grandchildren, many other relatives and a large 
number of friends also survive. 


Mrs. Challeen suffered from a paralytic stroke Saturday morning and throughout the day lingered 
sometimes unconscious, and at times rational. Toward evening she suffered another attack and 
passed away about midnight. She had reached the age of 75 years, 5 months, and 21 days. 


Funeral services were held on Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock at the home and at the Rush Point 
Lutheran Church at 3 o'clock. Rev. Samuelson of Rush City officiated at the services. Interment was 
made in the family lot in the Rush Point Lutheran cemetery.
